Judge Wylie said: “Tell the jury to come 
down, If one man is in doubt as to a point 
of law, he has as much right to be informed 
as the twelve have. They came, preceded 
by the stern and stalwart Bailiff who 
has taken the place of the giant 
colored man, Perry Carson, Crane, the 


foreman of the jury, and the brains of it

There 
came directly after him a short, dumpy, 
tiuffy-faced man with puffed-up cheeks and 
a big brown mustache.

That's what's 
the matter with him!” while Bob Ingersoll 
exclaimed: “Throw some water on 
him, and tear off his cravat!” All of these 
suggestions were fullowed. Meanwhile, the 
attention of the crowd was turned to the op- 
posit side of the courtroom, as poor Mrs. 
Peck, overcome by excitement, was borne 
away. The lawyers, meanwhile, did not 
forget that they were on duty, and 
watched with keenest eyes every move ment. 
A. B. Williams pressed forward as if to get 
into the jury-box and near to the fallen 
juror, but Marshal McMichael was too quick 
for him, and interposed his portly form be- 
tween them. Meanwhile the Judge had told 
the audience from the benek that Whisky 
was undoubtedly what was matter. The 
juror, he said, had been a hard drinker, so 
hard that he had been compelled to admon- 
ish him severely, and undoubtedly the 
paroxysm was the resuk of having been 
for few a hours shut off from his 
supplies. This explanation had not been 
finished when the physician entered 
the room and said that the juror was all right 
A return to his natural beverage had re- 
stored the faculties of his craving nature. 
The result is still in doubt. There is no 
prospect that the jury will come in again 
until tomorrow at 10 o’cleck. Meanwhile 
the condition of the conginuance of the life 
of the star-route jury seems to be “ two 
drinks à day.” Whether, if any verdict is 
rendered, it win be a valid one 
Will be for the Judge and the law- 
vers hereafter to decitle. The scene in

Suggestions of this 
sort have frequently been made today, 
especially as the opinion of those likely to 
be the best informed is that it is now of little 
consequence to the defendants what the ac- 
tion ot the jury may be. ‘Their lawyers are 
jubilant, for they say it the verdiet is one of 
acguittal the fact that one of the jurymen 
‘may have had a premonition of the “jim- 
jams” cannot be taken advantage of by the

. TWO DRINKS A DAY. 

Altegether few expect any successful is- 
sue of the present trial, and he $600,000 
which the Government has expended in the 
attempts to bring the defendants to justice 
are likely to prove less potent than the un- 
satisfied appetite of a man who thinks that 
possibly he could live witn “ two drinks a 
day.” These two drinks Judge Wylie di- 
rected the Marshal that he mignt give to the 
jurer as medicine p bed by his phy- 
sician, and, fearing ap ntly that some 
other uncertain appetite might be in danger 
of shipwreck, the Judge added: “ And any 
of the rest who need medicine can have it, 
but there is to be no bottie for general circu- 
lation... 

THE PROSECUTION. 

Lawyer Merrick is of opinion that the ill- 
ness of Vernon is not of a character that will 
invalidate the verdictg if there shall be one. 
Vernon has been a heavy drinker,“ he said, 
“all through the trial, and he was shut up 
yesterday afterhoon and all night without his 
whisky. It was too much for him.” Mr. 
Merrick does not claim to have any intima- 
tions as to the opinion of the jury, but says 
he is confident that no vote has as yet been 
taken upon any subject. 

Another lawyer for the defense says the 
jury evidently wanted the Judge to instruct 
them that they must find as tp the conspiracy

NIGHT THOUGHTS. 

WasuiseTon, D. C., June 13—Midnight.— 
[Special.]—The jury retired early this even- 
ing without having sent any word to Judge 
Wylie. Across the street from the court 
house is a saloon much frequented by the 
habitues of the court. In this place tonight 
were congregated several of the defendants 
with their counsel. The defendants’ lawyers 
claim that the jury stands ten for - acquittal 
against two for conviction, and they state 
that the counsel for the prosecution only 
claim four or five members of the jury. 
Some person is said to have a means 
of obtaining information from the jury- 
room. Counsel Davidge said tonight that if 
there is no verdict by 10 tomorrow morning 
the result will be a hung jury.” This 
seems to be the general impression. It is 
thought by some, however, that, if the jury 
are not ready to report when the court con- 
venes in the morning, the Judge dismiss 
them and call the case a mistrial, as it is as- 
sured that the Government would then stand 
a better show of a verdict in case of a third 
trial than if the jary was “hung.” Vernon, 
the juror who created so much excitement 
this morning, was selected without question 
from either side. No one seemed to Khow 
anything about him. 

A DISGRACEFUL SPECTACLE. 


Wasninoron, D. C.,, June 13.—In obedi- | 


ence to the direction of Judge Wylie, the 
star-route jury came into court at 10:35 to 
receive instructions from the court on points 
of law. Betore they were seated Juror Ver- 
non, who was sick during the night, fell on 
the floor ina fit. He is now under the care 
of a physiecian.. The remaining jurors re- 
turned to their room. 

In about fifteen minutes Deputy-Marshal 
Fassett repprted that Vernon was sitting up 
and would soof be all right. 

Judge Wylie said: “I have a good deal of 
doubt in my mind in regard to the conse 
quences of this occurrence, This man has 
been drinking a good deal; he is a hard 
drinker. During the progress of the trial 
on one occasion I had to take him aside and 
give him a pretty sharp admonition, and he 
promised to abstain, but I have observed 
that he has resumed his hard drinking, and I 
suppose the confinement in the jury-room 
and the cutting off of supplies of that kind 
have resulted in this attack. I don’t know 
what it is—delirilum tremens or mania a 
potu—but he is not fit to be on the jury now. 
[ suppose the doctor will give him a prescrip 
tion. and it will probably be brandy or 
whisky.” °

NO ACTION YET TAKEN BY THE DEPART-

WasHIxeTon, D. C., June 13.—[Special.]— 
Judge Raynor has not yet decided what ac- 
tion he will take in the Chicago whisky case. 
The only new feature is another letter from 
United States Special-Attorney Jewett, who 
writes that he has failed to discover any rea- 
son why he should reconsider his report;

Ovr readers will remember the Dukes 
murder trial, Wien took place in Unlon- 
town, Pa, last March. Dukes, who was a 
member of the Legislature, had been paying 
attentions to the daughter ef Capt. Nutt, a 
very prominent eitizen, who was then Treas- 
urer of the State, and it was generally under- 
stood that tlie young couple, who were con- 
stantiy in each other’s society, would 
marry in the course of a few months. Last 
December Dukes suddenly ceased visiting his 
inamorata, and when asked for an éxplana- 
tion replied by letter. This was addressed 
to Capt. Nutz. It was the most atrocious and 
cold-blooded e¢ommiunication ever penned. 
Dukes asserted that the young lady was a 
wanten, and this he knew from personal 
kuoWledge. Capt. Nutt replied with great 
wanliness and self pontrol in the course of 
two or three days, and made ah appoint- 
ment for an explanation. The inter- 
view was held in the private room of a 
hotel. it was of short duration, and 
ended in a tragedy. Capt. Nutt was 
shot by Dukes and instantly Killed: Three 
motiths later the slayer Was brought to trial. 
He pleaded not guilty, and made the general 
issue of self-defense. ‘The testimony was 
coficlusive that at no time was he in per- 
sonal danger, but a corrupt jury brought in 
a verdict of got guilty, Dukes ‘hurriedly 
left town to avoid the popular fary. He was 
expelled from his stat in the Legisia- 
ture, and then began his career as a pariah, 
The society to which he was once welcomed 
passed by on the other side. The young 
lady whom he so infamously maligned be- 
gan pistol practice with a view of wreaking 
sooner or later a terrible revenge.

Last 
evening he met Dukes near the post-office in 
Uniontown and fired five shots in rapid suc- 
cession.

THE LEGAL POINTS IN THE LICENSE 
' ISS UR. 

The position taken by Tun Tuner in re- 
gard to the devices which have been sug- 
gested for nullifying or defeating the new 
License law has been sustained by a number 
of leading lawyers, who have cited decisions 


the United States Supreme Court which con- 
vey an almost absolute assurance that the 
new law will be upheld as constitutional 
and also as operative in the face of any local 
license ordinances which may be passed to 
defeat it. The important points in the case 
are ae follows: 

1. The law must be regarded in the nature 
of a police regulation, and not as a tax such 
as that on land or chattels. All the decisidns 
which have been cited by contesting license 
laws agree in this particular. The new 
License act bears upon its face the evidence 
of an intention to regulate and restrict the 
traffic in intoxicating drinks rather than to 
raise revenue therefrom. The very fact that 
it discriminates: between beer and whisky, 
exacting more than three times more for the 
privilege of selling alcohol than it exacts for 
the privilege of selling malt liquid alone, is 
a sign that beer is regarued as much less in- 
jurious to the community than whisky, and 
the sale of the latter discouraged on that ac- 
| count. Asa police regulation, the law will 

not be subject to the same judical construc- 
on as a revenue tax an real and personal 
property. 

2 Authority to divide dramshops into sep- 
arate classes is fully recognized in existing 
statutes and in standard decisions of the 
higher courts, Lieb’s dictum to the contrary 
notwithstanding. The General Incorpora- 
tion act contemplates such a distinction as 
the new License law makes by authorizing 
the local authorities to license the sale of 
any “intoxicating, malt, vinous, mixed, or 
fermented liquor.“ Here are five separate 
classes, while the new License law makes 
only two. Furthermore, the right to make 
distinetions between different kindsof sa- 
loons was fully recognized by the decision 
of the Illinois Supreme Court which 
affirmed the right of the local authorities to 
discriminate between different localities 
within their jurisdiction, charging one 
license rate for one street and another for 
another street. If that can be done without 
intringement upon the constitutional princi- 
ple of uniformity as to class, certainly the 
distinction between beer-saloons and whisky-

Like the King of France, the 
Pope marched up the hill, but, quite unlike 
the Gallic monarch, he did not march down 
again: He rolled down. There was an evi- 
dent effort to make his descent gradual, or at 
least to make it appear gradual. But the at- 
tempt has been scarcely a success. No Pope 
has ever been placed in so humiliating an at- 
titude as Leo, and no people have ever ad- 
vanced so much in the estimation of the 
world in the short space of one month as the 
Irish people have by their attitude of uncom- 
promistug fidelity to their prudent leaders. 
as well as by their uncompromising refusal 
to surrender to the dictates of ecclesiastical 
politicians. 

They have plainly and clearly told 
Leo to attend to his own business; that 
they will have no interference of his in 
their political affairs; that as far as they 
are concerned their political Pope siiall 
be an Irishman and not an Italian. It 
must ho doubt have been rather surprising 
to Leo, and Sinieoni, and Jacobinl. They 
had been rejoicing over the partial surrender 
of Bismarck, the man of blood and iren; 
they have been congratulating themselves, 
though without sufficient reason, that the 
author of the Letters from Naples and 
of the pamphiets.on “ Vaticanism’’ was will- 
ing to compromise, and that the son of Victor 
Emmanuel was about to make a partial sur- 
render, when the sturdy defiance and non 
possumus of a hitherto obedient Catholic 
péasahtry met the attempt of the infallible 
Pontiff to dictate to them in political mat- 
ters. The peasants have declared almost as 
one man that they were willing to trust to 
the guidance fh political matters of a young 
Protestant gentleman of their own nation 
rather than to the guidance of the Italian 
head of the Roman Catholic Church. 

The discovery has evidently astonished the 
Pope and his advisers. It was something that 
they were nut prepared fors They counted 
on docility—they met but defiance. They ex- 
pected submission—they were treated with 
contemptuous indifference. There never has 
been a more pitiful speetacle than the re- 
treat of the Pope before the Catholic peas- 
ants of Ireland. The retreat has been undig- 
nifled and ridiculous. The efforts of the 
Pope’s Generalissimo, Cardinal Simeoni, to 
cover up the disgrace of the retreat has but 
made matters worse. He has descended to 
the merest pettifogging subterfuges to make 
it appear that it was nota retreat at all. In 
doing so he has but spolied his case. He has 
but added insult to injury. Cardinal Sime 
onisaid to the correspondent who interviewed 
him that Mr. Parnell was not personally 
in the mind of the Holy Fither or the Prop- 
aganda when the letter was issued,” vet 
Mr. Parnell is mentioned in the circular, 
without the prefix Mr.,“ however, and his 
name is again mentioned in connection with 
the testimonial tund. Cardinal Simeoni is 
made to say also that the Papal circular is 
being “ implicitiy obeyed by the Bishops and 
the people.“ The Prefect of the Propaganda 
must not have been reading the INsh and 
American papers. If he had read them he 
would have found that the circu'ar had been 
more than contémptuously ignored by the 
people, and it had but ove effect—to stimu- 
late subscriptions. The pretended sympathy 
with Ireland expressed in Simeoni’s.inter- 
view must have grated on every Irishman 
who has read it. It but aggravates the 
original offense, and is but a most clumsy 
effort at letting down easy—the clumsiest 
ever made, perhaps, by any one pretending 
to diplomacy. 

The whole truth about the matter Is, that 
the Pope has been astonished by the revolt, 
not only of the Irish-Irish, but of the Ameri- 
can-Lrish and the Australian and Canadian 
Irish, against his attempt to act as the Pon- 
tifical Viceroy of England over them. He 
has apparently not been informed that there 
have been National schools in Ireland, and 
that daily and weekly papers are being read. 
by the people; that the letter and the news- 
paper from America are important factors in 
the education of the Irish in lreland. The 
result has been that Leo and Simeoni and 
Jacobini ventured too far, and have had to 
retreat hastily and in disorder. 

The Irish people have certainly gained by 
the whole affair. They havé shown them- 
selves independent of clerical control—that 
they can think and act for themselves. They 
have served notice on Leo and his Italian 
Cardinals and English and Italian advisers 
that they are no longer dupes, nor mere 
dumb, driven cattle, 

The Pope and his advisers have made 
themselves but a laughing-stock. They who 
have boasted of their victories over the Ozar 
and the Emperors, over Kings, Princes, and 
courtiers, have been forced to retreat before 
an undisciplined peasantry, led by a eool- 
headed gentieman, who is not of their faith. 
The Irish nmy well be excused for their 
jubilations over their victory.

SALOONS AND THE GENERAL PUBLIC. 

Any abortive attempts which may be made 
to defeat the operation ot the State License 
law after it shall go into effect will be the 
work of the saloonkeepers and the shyster 
politicians who represent them.

the worst liquors. it is the irresponsible 
grog-sellers who vend adulterated liquor 
and deal in the worst, cheapest, and most 
villainous bug-juice that enters the. human 
anatomy. This general fact has been proved 
by actual experience with high license where- 
ever it has been tried. One of tne first effects 
of increased license is to weed out the 
“cheap and nasty” saloons; the drinking 
places which survive go a larger business, 
make more money, and can better afford 
than before to sell drinks at the old price. 
Not only that. but they can also afford to 
furnish a better quality of liquor, to keep 
their places cleaner and in better order, and 
to give better accommedations. The present 
fierce competition in the liquor traffic, which 
is promoted and encouraged by low license. 
leads naturally to injurious adulteration of 
the liguids which are sold. As a result of 
this, the amount of pure wine, whisky, or 
brandy is small, and much of the beer is 
adulterated. From the moment the unnéc-

‘A MAN TO. BE DISCHARGED. 
The action of Second Assistant Postmaster- 
General Elmer in making, new mail con- 


tracts with men under in ent for the 
star-routée frauds and his immo guage 
in defending his course make it plain beyond 


argument that he is totally unfitto hold sueh 
@ trust asa Government post of any kind. 
A brief review of the facts without any or- 
namentation will show this to any one whose 
moral sense is not tainted by the peculiar in 
fection in the air of Washington, where the 
position ofan officer of the people is appar- 
ently sought only to be used against the 
people and for the perversion of public op- 
portunities to private profit, 

Since John R. Miner was indicted he has 
obtained seventeen contracts from the Post- 
Office authorities. In mast of these tie 
surety whom the Post-Office anthorities have 
accepted is Vaile, another defendant under 
indictment for criminal fraud. ‘These men 
are not only liableto be sent to the peniten- 
tiary, a place from which one would suppose 
it would be difficult for them to attend to the 
business of the Government, but are threat- 
ened by civil suite, which may bankrupt 
them. These were to have beeu begun more 
than a year ago. Our Washington dispatches 
announce that the mysteriously delayed suits 
have at last been brought against the Parker- 
Salisbury combination, and the fortunes of 
Miner and Vaile are both likely to be swept 
away dy the civil damages that must be 
awarded to the Government in restitution 
for their plundering. 

But this is not at all the whole extent of 
the case. It is in evidence and is admitted 
by Mr. Elmer that the bids for the Niobrara 
route, to which Senator Van Wyck has 80 
opportunely called the attention of the coun- 
try, were once rejected, owing to objections 
made to the establishment of that route. The 
checks deposited by the bidders were re- 
turned. After the matter had thus been ter- 
minated, the department let the contract to 
this indicted favorit without again calling 
for bids, or proceeding in any way according 
to the equlrements of the law. The Second 
Assistant Postmaster-Gereral, pretending to 
répresent the people, but in the most sub- 
stantial manner representing those who 
were plundering the people, let this con- 
tractto a man whom he and his associates in 
the Government were prosecuting for fraud 
in this very kind of service. The law re- 
quires “faithful performance,” and he 
chose such aman for faithful performance, 
tho he knew officially that there was a strong 
chance that Miner. might have to manage 
his business from within the walls of a 
United States penitentiary. The sureties, 
the law says, must be good and sufficient,” 
and Mr. Elmer deliberately intrusts official 
business to a man who, as he knew, was to 
be sued by he Government for damages that 
would probably strip him of all he was 
worth. - 


There is nothmg wanting to make Mr. 


Elmer’s offense deeply injurious to the Gov- 
ernment by Whom he has been intrusted 
with his important office, and monstrously 
offensive to every moral sense. He used his 
official discretion to betray the interests of 
the Government into the hands of those who 
were certain to render “unfaithful perform- 
ance,” and who had bad and insufficient 
gureties.“ He violated the laws which asa 
trustee of the: people he should have fol- 
lowed to even a technical nicety. Ile putsa 
picturesque’climax to his treachery by send- 
ing the clerks of the Government after 
Miner’s oath and signature to the illegal 
contract into the very room in which the de- 
partment (of which Eimer is an officer) was 
trying Minér for criminal fraud in just such 
contracts. When asked about his course, 
Elmer, well knowing the discretion which 
the law reposed in him as a sacred duty, and 
well knowing that he had viotated the law, 
said coarsely and falsely thatif the Devil 
were the lowest bidder he would have had 
to give him the contract, 


The evidencé that the Post-Office Depart- 
ment is all the time making new contracts 
with the very men whom it is through the 
Attorney-General’s office pretending to pros- 
ecute for criminal fraud is overwhehning. 
The Administration cannot exist and do such 
things. They threaten Government itself, 
if not with immediate collapse, at least 
with a deadly and insidious decay. The 
Post-Office Department ought to be swept 
out as if it were u worse than Augean, a 
swill-milk, stable. The officer responsible 
for letting these contracts to Miner, and who 
has had the immorality to defend this trait- 
orous action, ought to be at the head of the 
file of officials to be drummed out in dis 
grace. If there is not virtue enough in the 
Administration to do this we must appeal to 
Congress to impeach every one concerned in 
this scandal. which in every aspect has made 
a mockery of democratic government.

THE MAJ. NICKERSON DIVORCE CASE. 

The West has heretofore borne an unen vi- 
able reputation for the laxness of its divorce 
laws and for the facilities offered by its courts 
for effecting marital separations, but the pro- 
ceedings in the case. of Maj. Nickerson, of 
the United States army, go to show that 
wrongtully and fraudently obtained divorces 
are not confined to the West, This man, who 
is not only a disgrace to the army, but who 
ought to be hooted out of all decent society, 
seat his wife to Burope, went on board the 
steamer and bade ler a pretended affectionate 
good-by, wrote to her while in Europe, sent 
her remittances, and meanwhile brought a 


suitfordivorce in a Pennsylvania coart on 


the charge of desertion, advertised the appli- 
cation in an obscure country paper, this being 
the only publitity required under the laws 
of that State, obtalued a deeree, and immedi- 


rlage void, There was no dispute as to the 
testimony. It was as cleat as the sunlight 
that tlils écoundrel had obtained his divorce 
by fraud. The court annulled the decree, 


deciated the setond marriage void, arid the | 


second wife, who was never legally married, 
was left with an illegitimate child. Judge 
Thayer, ot the Common Pleas Court of Phil- 
adelphia, before whom Mrs. Nickerson 
brought her suit, not only promptly decided 
in her favor, but he took oeeasion to com- 
ment in the sevérest. terms upon the dis- 
graceful nature of the divorce laws in that 
State, In his decision he pronounced the 
original decreee a scandalous and outrageous 
fraud, and said: “It was afraid upon his 
wife, upon the court, and, I doubt not, upon 
the respectable counsel who represented 
him.” More than this, he attacked the 
statute itself in the following vigorous man- 
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people amount to hu thing as a means of 

Judge Thayer pleaded for a revision of the 
laws in such a resolute and indignant man- 
ner, and the case itself is one of such promi- 
nence, that there is little doubt it will prove 
the beginning of a reform ih divores legis- 
lation in Pennsylvania. As it stands now, 
it makes divorce procurable at the pleasure of 
either party, and it is no exaggeration when 
Judge Thayer declares “ that the abolition 
of all laws permitting divorcees would be bet- 
ter for the people of the State and productive 
of fewer evils than the present lax state of 
the laws upon this subject.” A greater 
wrong was never committed against a lady 
than that of which this miserable wretch 
stands convicted, thougli she has now ob- 
tained the full measure of justice. The 
woman who consented to marry Nickerson, 
knowing his wife and why she was absent in 
Europe, has received ho small de 
gree of punishment by being declared 
a mistress and having her child 
stamped as illegitimate, and now pun⸗- 
ishment should follow quickly-tipon Nicker- 
son himself. He should be discharged from 
the army without ceremony, and the courts, 
if his hidine-piace can be discovered, should 
Impose the highest penalties of perjury upon 
him. “ Laws whieh render easy the aboli- 
tion of the marriage egntract are indicative 
of corruption, disorder, and domestic an- 
archy,” says Judge Thayer. Such laws 
are in force in many other States as well as 
in Pennsylvania. It is not the fault of courts 
that divorces are so frequent and so easily 
obtained, but of the statute itself, and in the 
absence of any National provision there is 
ample oceasion for the Legislature of every 
State to examine their divorcee laws and see 
wherein they are defective. As they now 
stand, their effect upon society is injurious 


and contaminating, and through their agency, 


as has been shown in this case ,the most 
monstrous ‘wrongs can be inflicted upon a 
helpless woman.

CULTURE ON THE RAMPAGE. 

It appears to be about time for the author 
ities of Boston to retire their representative 
of culture, Prof. John L. Sullivan, to the se- 
clusion which a jail affords, where his brawn 
and muscle ean be put to the service of the 
State, whatever grief his incarceration may 
cause among the élite of the hub who dave 
flocked to his seances, or to the gentle souls 
of Mr. Dana and Mr. Conkling who sat un 
der his knoek-outs in New York, 

Prof, Sullivan has been rufned by popular 
fame and the flattery of the élite. After his 
defeat of Mr. Patrick Ryan, of Chicago, in 
the ring at New Orleans, he retufned to 
Boston, and his journey was in the nature of 
an ovation.

MAHONE TALKS. 


The Senator Gives the “True Inwara- 
mess” of the Local Elections—Vir- 
ginia’s Progress in Morality and Edu- 
eation—Bourbon and Beadjuster. 
Wasuinaron, D. C., June H. -N. ¥. Herald.) 

Senator Mabone, of Virginia, was here on 

personal business for a few days, and bad rooms 

at the Arlington. It was his first visit to Wash- 
ington since the anoua! county and municipal 
elections which were beld throughout the 

State the latter part of May. His version of 

tho story of the work of the Read ſuster party 

is quite different from the interpretation 
sought to De given dy the Democrats ot Vir- 
ginia. In conversation with bim he said he 
would rejoice to have the Readjusters meet 
with just such defeats as had been alleged at 
the recent elections in every county in the 

State. It ‘the HMourbons were satistied then 

the re was no one to compiain. 

Senater Mahoue expressed this opinion with 
the eoneciousness that the local elections in 
Virginia bad been far more favorable to the Re- 
adjuster cause than the enemies of the party 
were Willing to admit.

THE SITUATION.

Well, that 
illustrates to a certain extent the result of tbe 
recent local elections in Virginia. It is to be 
remembered that the Readjuster party in Vir- 
gitia is composed of 110, colored and about 
65,000 white voters.

It was not easy to have the colored man un- 
derstand now. when be bad so many times voted 
for those same people, that there was any polit- 
ical significance attached to these elections, 
Therefore it is that you find ia certain of these 
count ies that where the HReadjusters bave here- 
tofore in political elecnons enjoyed positive 
majorities there were failures to elect the Read- 
juster candidates. On the other hand, we found 
in the white counties of the State, wnere men of 
the party are as well educated up to every #cnse 
of political duty as those of the opposing party. 
that we have not only swept the feild u every 
Readjuster county for these offices, but have 
gained in couuties hitherto giving Bourbon ma- 
jorities in political elecwons. For tliustration, 
in one county where the Democrats always 
counted on gaining a victory the Keadjusters 
elected twenty-tive of the twenty-eight couuty 
officers.

Wholesale Indictments of Prominent 
Persons in Minnesota. 
BRAINERD, Minn., Jude 12.—[(Special.})—Ru- 
mors of wholesale indictmeats of prominent 
persons in this section by Government agents 
for alleged plundering of the pine lands of 
the up-river country were first beard here 
Sunday.
